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Foreword 

In presenting this new volume to my fellow organists and directore of church 
choire I wish to emphasize the fact that this is not “just another Collcction" but rathcr 
the resuit of a very scrupulous selection of Motets and Hymns frorn among the avail' 
able material offered through the centuries by the best composers of liturgical music. 
My only regret is that of having been unable to find among such predous material ali 
the compositions needed for the liturgical Services of the entire ecclesiastica! year. Thus 
I have been confronted with the necessity of inaerting here and there a few Motets 
and Hymns of my own. 

In compiting the present Collection, compositions that were too poor or too pre- 
tentious have been equally discarded, for both are unworthy of the Majesty of God 
and of the House of Prayer. Likewise, in view of the fact that most of our church 
choire consist of volunteer singers with little musica! experience, difficult compositione 
have also been eliminated because—to quote from an authoritative source— “there is 
nothing more ludicrous and distracting than a choir of men in an effort to sing litur¬ 
gical music so complex and involved that even highly trained singers hesitate to attempt 
it. Simple men who are content to he simple and sincere in their speech and conduct 
will never be ridiculous 

An English translation of ali the Latin texta appearing in the present Collectiori is 
given at the end of the volume—it will serve as a guide to “expreasion” iri singing the 
various compositions. It is in fact quite obvious that “as men ought to \now what they 
are tal\ing about, so singers ought to ^tiou» what they are singing about".*

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Decalogus of the Organist and the Church Singer

1. Since Music in church becomes part of the Liturgy it is in itself “Worship.” 
Therefore all church music must be the v*y best of its kind and also must bc 
offered in the best possible way. 

2. The organ in Catholic churdhes is not an instrument for noise or entertainment, 
but for the accompaniment and support of the singing. 

3. The first requirement for a good rendition of church music is that the organist 
and the singers be permcated with the spirit which prompts Holy Mother Church 
during the different seasons of the Ecclesiastical Year (Advent, Christmas, Lent, 
Easter, Pentecost). 

4. Choir members, in order to sing with the proper exprcssion and to give God 
intelligent praise, should become familiar with the meaning of the words of the 
liturgical text. 

5 . Reverence and devotion should always accompany the singing. Choir members, 
therefore, (especially if they are boys) should keep their voices between piatio 
and mezzo-forte. Full voice will be used only when the composition suggests it. 

6. Church singing must retain the character of choral music. Consequently, no in- 
dividual voice in the choir should be heard above the others; no personat ambition 
or desire to “show off” should be tolerated. 

7 . The singing should always proceed smoothly (legato). The tedious defect of pro- 
ducing a separate impulse of the voice for each note and syllable of the text 
should be carefully avoided. The contrary defect of “sliding," “slurring" and 
“scooping" should also be avoided. 

8 . The tempo, the breathing marks and the exprcssion marks, as they are found in 
the score and in the voice part, should be scrupulously observed. Extra breathing, 
when necessary, should be done between words, never between the syllables of 
a word. 

9 . The Italian pronunciation of the Latin is prescribed by the Church. Therefore, 
singers should carefully enunciate both vowcls and consonants according to this 
system: a = ah; e, te, at = long a; i = ee; o — oh; u = oo; j = y, as in 
Yicld; c before e, i, y, at, ce, = ch, as in Church; g before e, i, = j, as in Joy; 
gn sounds as “ni" in dominiori: t followed by two vowels the first of which is 
i, is pronounced “tsi" (except when t is preceded by s, as in Hostia, Ostium.) 

10. Liturgical chant in early Christian centuries belongcd exclusively to the Choir 
of Levites, and our church singers today, although laymen, are taking their place. 
Members of the church choirs, therefore, should considcr their office as a privilege 
and should show themselves worthy of the same by a dignified, modest and de' 
vout bearing.

LITURGICAL PRONUNCIATION OF LATIN 


The following rules are based on the actual 
pronunciation of Latin by the Clergy of the 
Provjnce of Rome, and therefore are abso- 
lutely reliable notwithstanding any opinion 
to the contrary. 

The “Iife” of the Roman-Latin pronuncia¬ 
tion lies on the VOWELS. Each vowel has 
a different but never-changing sound: 

A—always open as in Father. 

E—as in Red but more resonant, more like 
a in Fare (never with a second sound as in 
May). 

I and Y—as e e in Feet (never as i in Tin). 
O—as in For (never as in Go). 

U—as oo in Moon (never with a second 
sound as in Issue). 

DIPHTHONGS: 

AE and OE—as the above vowel E, except 
in words with the “diaeresis" as Israel, 
Noe, etc., where both vowels are pro- 
nounced. 

AU—as ou in House. In singing, the first 
vowel is sustained for the entire length of 
the note; the second vowel is pronounced 
rapidly just before passing to the next syl- 
lable (a-utem, ld-udem). The same rule 
holds for EU in the word £uge (e-uge). 

EI, EO, EU and OU are not diphthongs but 
"dissyllables”; therefore are to be pro¬ 
nounced as two separate vowels. The same 
rule holds for UI (cu-i, hu-ic) except when 
preceded by q (qui, qui-dam). 

CONSONANTS: 

C—before e, i, y, ae, oe, as ch in Church; in 
all other cases is like K. 

G—before e, i, y, ae, oe is soft as in Gentle; 
in all other cases is hard as in Govern. 

H —is mute, except in the words Mihi and 
Nihil where it is pronounced like K (mi-ki, 
nikil). 

J—as y in Y es (Jesus: Ye-sus). 


R—is pronounced by jarring the tongue 
against the palate (or-bis, car nis). 

X—as ks : Lux, luks; Rex, reks; Dixit, 
di-ksit ; Erexit, e-re-ksit; Dexteram, deks-te- 
ram; etc. 

Z—as dz (not ds) : Nazareth, Nd-dzareth. 

EX (alone) is pronounced eks. If ex is the 
beginning of a word: when combined with 
a Vowel, is pronounced egs (Exaudi, egs- 
iu-di; Exemplum, e-gsim-plum; Exivit, egs- 
t-vit; etc.); when combined with a Conson¬ 
ant, is pronounced eks: Excelsis, eks-chel-sis 
(not ek-shel-sisl) ; Exspecto, eks-pe-cto ; Ex¬ 
tra, eks-tra; etc. 

TI—when followed by a Vowel is like tsi 
(l£tiam, e-tsi-am; Patientia, pa-tsi-en-tsi-a ; 
Pdntio, Pon-tsi-o) ; except when the ti is 
preceded by s (Hostia, os-ti-a; Hostium, 
os-ti-um): in this and all other cases is pro¬ 
nounced as ordinary t (Petitionem, pe-ti- 
tsi-6-nem). 

TH—as simple t because h is mute; Cathd- 
licam, Ca-td-li-cam. 

CH—always as k: Chorus, ko-rus; Cheru- 
bim, ke-ru-bim. 

GN—has a liquid sound similar to that of 
ni in Dominions: Agnus, A-nyus; Magnam, 
ma-nyam; Magnificat, ma-ny-fi-cat. 

SC—before e, i, y, ae, as sh in Shell (Descen¬ 
dit, de-shen-dit ; Suscipe, sH-shi-pe ; Sciat, 
shi-at): in all other cases is pronounced like 
sk (Scriptura, Skri-ptu-ra; Schola, sko-la ; 
Scapulis, ska-pu-lis). 

Double consonants must actually be doubled 
in their intensity; thus: Tof/is, Peccata, 
HosSnna, A//eluia: not Tolis, Pecata, Ho- 
sana, Aieluia.—Ecce; as ech-che, 

Dactylic words like Gloria, Filium, £tiam, 
Grdtiam, etc., consist of three syllables 
which are to be pronounced distinctly: 
Gld-ri-a, Fi-li-um, E-ti-am, Gri ti am (not: 
Glo-ria, Fi-lium, fi-tiam, Gra tiam). 


PRINCIPAL RULES FOR GOOD VOICE PRODUCTION 


When singing, stand with heels about to- 
gether.—Keep the head erect, the chest out, 
the abdomen in.—Keep the mouth open 
(round form), the teeth one inch apart, 
and the jaw relaxed (so, too, the muscles of 
the throat).—In breathing, inflate the lungs 
quietly and fully (without raising the 
shoulders), deflate the same easily and en- 
tirely.—Bring the tone forward, that is, do 
not permit the main stream of air to pass 


through the nasal cavities (nasal tone) nor 
push it back to the root of the tongue 
(throaty tone ).—Attack the note straight - 
way at the first breath, that is, without 
growling or humming.—Keep the tone in 
its proper pitch, without dropping or rais¬ 
ing or trembling; to this effect avoid the 
extremes of piano and forte, and sing meiza- 
voce.
